ROME, Aug. 7.—The thirty-one ot 
ficers and crew of the Italian coast 
submarine F-14 are dead. The ill fated 
craft, which sank in 130 feet of water 
off the island of Brioni, in the Adriatic 
sea, following a collision with a de- 
stroyer early yesterday morning, was 
brought to the surface at 6:30 o'clock 
tonight, just thirty-four hours after 
it had been sent to the bottom. 

Chlorine gas, Believed to have re- 
suited when salt water flooded the 
storage batteries in the submarine. 
sealed the fate of the two Officers and 
twenty-nine men. 


Woman Slain

ITALY DECREES 
EMIGRATION BARS 
FOR HOME FOLK 


{Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 

ROME, Aug. 7.—New emigration re- 
strictions were issued today by the 
Italian government. The instructions 
largely affect relatives in Italy de- 
pendent on Italians abroad. 

A wife or sons will be allowed to 
join emigrated husbands and fathers 
if they are dependent on him, or a 
sister can join her brother abroad if 
she is not married. In most other 
cases, passports will be refused to 
Italians wishing to go abroad, it is 
announced. 

A husband will not be given a pass- 
port to join his wife living abroad 
if he is able to support her in Italy. 
Preference will be given emigrants 
who wish to go abroad only tempo- 
rarily, but not to exceed three years. 
Passports will be refused to the wife 
or ghildren of an emigrated Italian 
who went abroad temporarily and 
then failed to return within the stipu- 
lated time.

Performed Naval Miracle. 


ROME, Aug. 1.—(#)-—The Italian 
submarine F-14 with its crew of 31 
dead from poisonous gases was 
brought to the surface of the Adri- 
atic tonight in which it had sunk after 
a collision 34 hours before. 

The weary salvagers, who had per- 
formed almost a naval! miracle in re- 
trievir.g the submersible from a depth 
of 130 feet, peered hopefully into the 
opened hatches only to find they were 
gazing into the tomb of their com- 
rades. 

They had been forewarned of the 
tragedy when during the afternoon 
the submarine telegraph signals from 
the stricken craft had suddenly ceased. 
They continued to drive at their task, 
however, in the hope that the ominous 
silence meant simply that the crew 


simply weakened by the difficulty of 
breathing in the fouled air. The reve- 
lation that all were dead came as a 
shock. 

Stern Compartment Flooded. 

At least a few of the crew were 
believed to have escaped the torture 
of the helpless wait at the bottom of 
the sea for rescue. The stern com- 
partment of the F-14 was flooded 
when the sharp bow of the destroyer 
Giuseppe Missori rode over the emerg- 
ing craft. 

Capt. Weil and Commander Fasulo 
were the officers who died in the sub- 
marine. Normally craft of the size 
of the F-14 would carry 25 men but 
there were several apprentice motor- 
ists on board during the battle ma- 
neuvers in which the fleet was 
engaged. 

There were many factors in tke 
race against death. Against the res- 
cuers was the westher which until! 
this evening made the surface of the 
sea boisterous, and the fact that tha 
F-14 had sunk to a depth almost 
double that at which it was believed 
capable of withstanding the pressure. 
In favor of the salvagers was the fact 
that the fleet on the spot carried, yir- 
tually every device necessary for the 
task.

“ No Hope,” Callers Are Told.

I cannot hold out any hope for his 
recovery,” said Dr. C. R. G. Fer- 
rester, his personal physician for the 
last nine years.

In 1922 when Mr. Brennan was plan- 
ning the campaign that elected Mayor 
Dever, the inflamed condition of these 
nerves made an operation necessary 
and he narrowly escaped a fatal pneu- 
monia. 


Two Other Operations. 


In 1926 while he was campaigning 
for the United States senate, Mr. Bren- 
nan fell from a speaking platform and 
injured his sound leg. Dr. Forrester 
sutured a torn tendon of the injured 
knee, and again there was serious dan- 
wer of death. Then last spring the 
same surgeon operated for hernia. 
Once more great care was required. 

Dr. Forrester described Mr. Bren- 
nan’s condition last night as diabetic 
coma, a condition which medica! rec- 
ords show, may last from twenty-four 
hours to three days but is almost 
invariably the precursor of death. 
Mr. Brennan began to show 
first symptoms of lapsing into that 
state late Monday night. The kidneys 
began to slow down. By noon they had 
ceased to function. It was at that 
time that the public was informed of 
the gravity of the situation. 

But there were none of the bulle- 
tins customarily issued when a well 
known man is dying. The nature of 
the case did not lend itself to that 
sort of encouragement. The first 
statement of the attending physician 
was considered the final one. It was 
known there would be no change ex- 
cept a gradual sinking of vitality dur- 
ing the coma. 

Reporters at the hospital in search 
of more and more news found that 
situation confronting them. There was 
nothing more to be said. Occasionally 
they would talk with Representative 
Gill or persuade a supervi@ng nurse 
to go upstairs and bring back word. 
But it was always the same message. 

His Wishes to Be Respected. 

Because of Mr. Brennan's own 
wishes, it is expected after his death 
there will be an almost complete ab- 
sence of demonstration. It is under- 
stood there will be a request that 
friends. refrain from sending flowers 
and that the services at the home will 
be private, the later church services 
being public.

OPORTO, Portugal, Aug. 7 Taking 
advantage of fagorable weather re- 
ports over the Atlantic ocean which 
indicated a following northwest wind 
to the Agores and afterwards a side 
Wind, we made up our minds at noon, 
Aug. 2, to start for America. 

Following the whole length of our 
course over the Atlantic high 
sufe was reported, auguring *fair 
weather for the entire flight. In the 
evening reports of the national 
meteorological weather bureau oon- 
Armed the foregoing, so we decided 
that there was no reason to hesitate 
any longer, especially since atmospher- 
ic conditions were more favorable than 
for months past. 

These reports were borne out during 
the flight, as during the first half 
ef our flight, which took us half the 
distance during 18 hours, we found 
Conditions which left us fuel enough 


for 32 more hours of fiying. 


Plane Carried 17,000 Pounds. 
The plane had been ready for a 
month, but we put it in final shape 
for the start, tested all connections, 
filled all the tanks and made a final 
inspection of the entire ship. "We had 
6.200 liters of benzine, 220 liters of 
oil and the total weight of the plane 

amounted to about 17,009 pounds. 
Notwithstanding this great weight, 
we were fully confident that our 650. 
horsepower Lorraine-Dietrick engine 


4 would prove equal to the task of lift- 


ing the plane at the start, as during 
tests the plane took off after a 400 
meter run when weighing 16,300 


The plane had been flown 150 hours 
before otir start over the Atlantic, 
and we had full faith in its strength 
and durability. No important defects 
were discovered and no weakness, 
and the 32 hour non-stop endurance 
test convinced us of the absolute air- 
worthiness of the machine. 


Took Chicken Along. 


We had had the greatest assistance | 
from M. Amiot, builder of the plane, | 


and his technical staff, and they put 
as much enthusiasm into the prepa- 
rations as though they themselves

A few minutes later familiar faces 
and Paris were behind us in the morn- 
ing mist. 

During our flight over France we 
had cloudy, calm weather, mist, and a 
slight tail wind. The plane proceeded 
at 125 miles an hour. We were es- 
corted at first by one plane, which was 
assigned to watch over the 1 4 mile

We left land at Lorient at 7:28 a. m., 
while numerous sailors and fishermen

time was 130 miles per hour, and our 
position 45 north, 10.30 west. 

From that point on, the weather be- 
came marvelous. We could not hope 
for better visibility. The waves be- 
gan breaking, indicating a freshening 
of the wind. Observations were eas- 
ily taken and we flew ahead at an 
altitude of 160 feet. 


Water Tempers Alr. 

We found out by that time that 
piloting over the water was very easy 
and not at all tiresome. No matter 
whether the plane traveled through 
mist or in the clear, the air in the 
lower strata was of even temperature 
due to the close proximity of the 

automobile on a good high- 
way. 

The void around us was compensat- 
ed for by the beauty of the blue ocean 
and even rhythm of the motor work- 
ing like a clock. At 530 p. m. we 
were already to the point 41 north 
21.30 west.. 

At this moment, instead of contin- 
uing toward the Azores, I gave my 
comrade a new course due west, to 
the crossing of the steamship lanes. 
This was cutting 100 miles from our

‘ Fog Bank Gathers. 

About § p. m. the sky became over- 
cast and the water was covered by 
a fog blanket 1,000 feet thick. The 
wind was weaker; and, judging from 
the waves, came from the south. At 
10:30 p. M., we were at 41.30 north 
34 west, flying at 126 miles an hour. 
We were forced to fly through the fog 
close to the water to av stronger 


In order to measure our deflection 
from the course, I went to the bot- 
tom of the plane where the drift in- 
dicator was built in. There I noticed 
a considerable flow of oil under the 
ship, which was not there before. 

Greatly alarmbd, I hailed ldzikow- 
ski, who son reported a falling of 
oll pressure.

Face Failure in Air. 
It was truly difficult to reach a 


that now, when half way across, we 
were to interrupt the flight when we 
had thirty flying hours of fuel left to 
complete it. 

We had to do it though, in order 
to follow the safest route and be 
guided by cool thought rather than 
afhbition. My decision to return was 
influenced by the following cifeum- 
stances: 

The weather conditions, the direction 
of the wind, the distance to the near- 
est land, and the possibility of help. 

Centinuation of our’ course towards 
the western hemisphere was the most 
Gangerous because land was 4,000 
miles away, the wind southwest, there- 
fore partly against us, and probably 
heavy fog ahead. In addition there 
were no ship lanes on that course. 

The nearest point was the Azores, 
but night was advancing, the clouds 
were all over the sky, and astronomic- 
al observations were impossible.

we have left of armament. We escaped from 
thé naval conference on cruisers without serious 
saérifice because it so happened that our delega- 
tiop had a clear conception of what our conditions 
require and could not be induced to give away 
American interests. Also of prime importance was 
the fact that the American press was well repre- 
setited at the conference and kept the American 
public informed of the issues raised by the various 
proposals.

unequal taxation, and waste of public moneys. 

To smash this alliance is a duty which the

ARBITRATION. 


The city counctl, by a vote of 37 to 2, has re 
voked its million dollar contract with the White 
Paving company. Under that contract, the com- 
peny was to undertake all street repairs north of 
Madison street in 1928. A suit brought by a tax- 
payer, Miss Mertle Elsenau, charged that the 
prices which the city had agreed to pay were 
grossly excessive. Warned that he might be held 
personally liable for any money paid out if the 
courts sustained Miss Elsenau’s conterition, the 
commissioner of public works, Mr. Wolfe, refused 
to authorize any payments and all repairs on 
north side streets were halted. | 

By agreement with the White company, but 
not with Miss Elsenau’s lawyers, the city is to 
pay $275,000 for work already done, for which the 
company has submitted a bill of $368,000. The 
remaining $93,000 is to be paid only if a board of 
arbitration finds that the work done merits the 
payment. There are to be three arbitrators. One 
is to be selected by the company and another by: 
Ald. John 8. Clark on behalf of the city. The 
two are to select the third member by agreement, 
end if they fall to agree the choice will devolve 
upon William R. Dawes, president of the Chicago 
ussociation of commerce. eS

In making epidemiologic studies of 
typhoid in a well organized health de- 
partment, there is always a consider- 
able. group of cases which are classed 
as “cause not determined.” It is pos- 
sible that some of these cases of typhoid 
were infected while swimming in badly 
polluted water. Nevertheless, even after 
adding the suspect cases to the proved 
cases the indictment against swimming 
as a cause of typhoid is not a strong 
one. 


— 

When we see the thousands and even 
tens of thousands who go in swimming 
in water that is not of good quality, 
and the small number who come down 
with typhoid fever one week later, we 
are not profoundly impressed with the 
danger. One wonders how the typhoid 
rate among one thousand such swim- 
mers compares with a similar rate 
among one thousand non-swimmers of 
the same age. I know of no such 
comparison anywhere in the literature 
of typhoid fever. One wonders if, on 
the average, the appendix offered by 
the young lady may not be as far as 
we need go. It was: Don't drink 
swimming water.” Perhaps it is safer 
to broaden it by adding: “Nor take 
it into the mouth.” 

Practically. speaking, the typhoid ba- 
cillus cannot infect any part of the 
human body except the intestines,

AVOIDING NIGHTMARES,

[Chicago Tribune Press Services.) 
CATTARO, Aug. 7.—Cattaro was 
the naval base of the old Austro-Hun- 
garian empire. In the narrow Cat- 
taro fjord there is enough room to 
give anchorage to the combined fleets 
of the world. The inlet of Cattaro is 
itself connected by narrow straits 
to another bay similarly protected’ 
from the open sea. The three basins 
are bounded by imposing mountains 
abruptly rising more than a mile in 
height. 

Although located at the foot of the 
lofty mountains of Montenegro, and 
apparently the logical port of this 
territory, it contains no more than 
6,000 inhabitants living in a walled 
city typical of old Adriatic architec- 
ture, | 

We find in Cattaro, too, a bad_eéco- 
nomic situation. before the war re 
was a considerable fishing industry 
here. During the war the fishermen 
learned to use dynamite to facilitate 
their catches. Now practically all the 
fish have been killed or frightened 
away. 

q 

Despite the impregnable position of 
Cattaro from the water, it affords 
easy access over the mountains from 
Albania. Cattaro has always been a 
frontier fortress, but it never feared 
heavy attack inland. Now, however, 
the inhabitants, bitterly anti-Italian, 
say: “War with Italy is bound to 
come, Jugo-Slavia has done nothing 
to protect this position. Italy, within 
six hours after war is declared, will 
be here,” 

Its vulnerable spot is the main road 
from Cetinje which zigzags down the 
mountain for more than a mile. Dur- 
ing the entire descent Cattaro lies di- 
rectly below. One feels that it would

‘Good Mixer, Why 


Force Him to Be? 


‘The two mothers were having a dis- 
cussion about one mother’s child. 

“But he must become socially ad- 
justed,” said that mother. He's got 
to learn to play as other children play 
and to enjoy them. And he does play 
with them well enough and they like 
him, but he hasn't made a single 
friend. He can’t go through life that 
way, picking and choosing.”

Well, why can't he?” said the sec- 
ond mother. “Isnit that what most 
of us do, ourselves—pick and choose? 
We choose to move among our own 
kind. And even among those, how 
numerous the acquaintances are and 
how few the real friends? How oftén 
do you meet some one with whom you 


‘feel at home—some one with whom 


you seem to fit? In other words, some 


one who is to be a friend? 


“Very rarely, I should say. The 
same thing holds with children. And 
when you come to think of the chil- 
dren in that little group your son is 
in, there isn’t one he'd naturally cot- 
ton to- There's Joey, who's very so- 
phisticated, and John, who's a morose, 
wilful boy, and Bill and Sonny, who 
play war and want to give shows all 
the time, and the two girls, who are 
absorbed in dolls and doll clothes. 
There isn’t a really congenial soul 
among them for Jimmy.” 

There's food for thought in this mat - 
ter of children's relationships with 
other children—and in what we er- 
pect of them. 

We hear a great deal of talk, these 


days, about children learning to play 


with other children so they will be- 
come socially adjusted. Of course that 
is as it should be. They should learn 
to give and take, to meet and hold 
their own easily with other children. 
But we must not expect them to be 
hail-fellow-well-met with everybody, if 
that is not their nature. We shouldn’t 
try to make “ good mixers” of them 
if that is not their temperament. Nor 
ought we to expect them to form real 
friendships right and left. Some chil- 
dren are more selective than others 
or more discriminating, or fastidious, 
or whatever you want to call it. It 
is well to recognize this and to try to 
give them as wide an acquaintance 
as you can from which to choose for 
real friends.

Mint Jelly. 

can be fascinating or, on the 
other hand, it can be strong and ugly 
and perfect bugaboo. A bright and 
dainty green is as lovely as any grasa 
green, so why try to get a mint jelly 
densely colored? 

My own little recipe for a mint jelly 
—dainty and white and delicious—to 
go with summer lamb is this: Core, but 
do not peel, four medium sized green 
apples and slice them thin so that 
they will cook in five minutes. Barely 
cover with water an add to them four 
sprigs of mint and cook. 

Strain off the liquid, measure and 
cook a few minutes, then add as much 
sugar as there is juice, and cook untl 


it jells. Jellies that are to be con- 
sumed shortly may be cooked to 222 
on the thermometer, but an apple jelly 
is better cooked to 220 or 221 usually. 
The cooking time depends on how 
much you have diluted the apple juice 
generally, but there is a lot of pectin 
in the apple skins. Ten minutes of 
cooking ought to be ample and less 
may bring the jell. 7 

After the jelly is in the glass, drop 
in a tip of a mint stalk with about 
four tiny leaves. This should havea 
been washed and dried. 

I have not tested the following 
recipe, the final direction of which is 
“Color mint green.” I would not, 
but it is easy to make grape jelly, and 
one can get such handsome results 
of many sorts that few people who 
‘cook at all forego the pleasure of mak- 
ing a supply of grape jellies each year. 
You can never buy anything quite like 
them. 


This untested recipe is: “ Wash the 
desired amount of unripe green grapes, 
put them in a preserving kettle, and 
heat until they can be easily crushed. 
Add to each pound of grapés one 
bunch of well washed mint bruised in 
a bowl, and cook until the grapes are 
soft enough to drain. Turn this into 
a jelly bag and let drip, then mea- 
sure the amount. Boil the juige and 
add for each pint one scant pound of 
hot sugar and boil for twelve minutes, 
or until a little of it jells on a cold 
plate.“ | 

And something else again is the 
making of mint jelly with that ter- 

ly strong stuff, oil of peppérmint, 
using two drops to a pint of juice and 
a pint of sugar and also two drops 
of gf®en vegetable coloring matter of 
commercial make.

Terry Druggan and Frankie Lake, 
two of Chicago’s most notorious boot- 
leggers, were revealed yesterday as 
the principals in a syndicate which 
has bought control of the Arlington 
Park race track. Assurance that de- 
spite denials the two beer lords are the 
mysterious interest behind the west 
side business men who bly made 
the purchase, brought f the fol- 
lowing action yesterday: 

Members of the LIllincis Turf as 

e sociation sought authority to re- 
fuse further dates to the pretentious 
north side track on the ground that 
its new management would destroy 
racing in the Chicago district. 

2 Two minority stockholders, Wil 

e liam Ryan and Sam Cole, an- 
nounced that they would send a rep- 
resentative to H. D. Brown, now a 
patient in the West Suburban hos- 
pital, with an ultimatum, 

The ultimatum of Ryan and Cole 
will be phrased something like this: 

“If your reported sale to a west 
side syndicate is only a blind to force 
wealthy Chicagoans to buy the track, 
we are content to wait. But if van 
have sold the track to Druggan and 
Lake we will go into court and ask 
for a receivership of Arlington Park.” 


Other Turf Interests Worried. 


The Illinoig Turf association was 
unable to hold an official meeting 
yesterday due to the absence from 
Chicago of Col. Matt Winn. He is 
expected from Saratoga within a few 
days. 

The association is composed of two 
representatives from each of the six 
race tracks in Illinois. Stuyvesant Pea- 
body, president, refused td comment 
on the situation last night. But others 
talked. They said: 

“To say that we are worried over 
the entrance of Druggan and Lake 
into the racing field here is to put 
it mildly. We know that they can- 
not contemplate running the track on 
a sound business basis. In fact, we've 
been told that one of the syndicate 
recently said: 

“* We'll grab enaugh in the eighteen 
days of the fall meeting to get our 
money out.“ 

Want Money Protected. 

Ryan and Cole based their oppost- 
tion to the Drugganeand Lake pus 
chase on a purely personal basis. 

„We have $130,000 invested in Ar 
lington,” they said. We don’t intend 
to stand by and see our money lost.” 

Turfmen saw Ryan and Cole as a 
more serious threat to the deal than 
the Illinois Turf association. The lat- 
ter body might deny dates to Arling- 
ton Park and run a track in opposi- 
tion. But such action would precipl- 


association dreads. It was a turf con- 
flict which put an end to racing in 
Chicago several decades ago. 

What the association can do, it is 
said, is to brand Arlington’s new man- 
agement as uatrustworthy and advise 
horsemen to stay away. 

There was speculation yesterday as 
to the attitude prominent Chicagoans

PIERCE-ARROW 
AND STUDEBAKER

Another big consolidation in the 
automobile industry was practically 
completed yesterday. Stockholders of 
the Pierce-Arrow Motor Car company 
approved union with the Studebaker 
corporation through formation of 4 
new company to be jointly owned. 
The consolidation will represent com- 
bined assets of about $200,000,000 and 
will rank fourth in the automobile in- 
dustry, being exceeded only by General 
Motors, the Ford Motor company, and 
the Chrysler corporation, which tm 
cently took over Dodge Brothers. A.
